THE BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR. 


All arrangements for the holding of the British Industries Fair, 
1917, are now complete, and forms of application for space are being 
issued by the Board of Trade. The Fair will be held from 26th 
February to 9th March. 

The growth of the Fair has necessitated an increase of space, with 
the result that the Fair will be held partly, as last year, in the 
Victoria and Albert Museum, placed at; the disposal of the Board of 
Trade by the President of the Board of Education, and partly in the 
Great Hall and certain Galleries in the Imperial Institute Building, 
which have been lent by the Executive Council of the Institute and 
by the University of London. 

In view of the risk of interference with the output of munitions of 
war, it has not been possible to include in the Fair certain trades 
which would otherwise have been invited to participate. The Fair, 
therefore, will be confined to the same trades as were sanctioned by 
the Minister of Munitions last year, that is to say, Toys and Games ; 
Earthenware and China; Glass; Fancy Goods; Stationery and 
Printing. An important development, however, has taken place 
since last year in that the Municipality of the City of Glasgow are 
organising a Fair at Glasgow which will take place concurrently with 
the Board of Trade Fair in London and will include certain trades 
not comprised in the London Fair. The Glasgow Fair, which is 
being held under the auspices and with the support of the Board of 
Trade, will include Textiles; Ready-made Clothing; Boots and 
Shoes ; Foodstuffs (prepared and preserved) ; and Domestic Chemicals. 
The extension of the number of articles exhibited simultaneously 
cannot fail to increase the importance of the Fairs in the eyes of 
foreign buyers, more especially as both Fairs are being brought to 
their notice at the same time. 

Over 20,000 invitations to each Fair will be sent to oversea buyers 
by the Board of Trade, those to firms in non-European eountries 
having been already despatched, and another 80,000 invitations to 
the Fair in London will be issued to the buyers in this country before 
24th February.

TRADING IS PROHIBITED—continued. 


The Lists are published in the ‘“ London Gazette” and the ‘“ Board 
of Trade Journal,” and separate copies of all Lists may be obtained at 
a small cost from the Superintendent of Publications, His Majesty’s 
Stationery Office, Imperial House, Kingsway, W.C. 

Nore (2).—Where a person or firm mentioned in the List has 
more than one address zn the same country, all dealings in that 
country with such person or firm are prohibited, even in cases 
where one only of the addresses is specifically mentioned. 

*Note (3).—Trading is prohibited under the Trading with the 
Knemy Proclamations of 25th June, and 10th November, 1915, 
with any person or firm of enemy nationality resident or carrying 
on business in China, Siam, Persia, Morocco, Liberia or Portu- 
guese East Africa. Persons or firms in the United Kingdom are 
therefore prohibited from trading with any person or firm of 
enemy nationality in any of those countries, even though such 
person or firm is not mentioned by name in the Statutory List. 

Note (4).—In order to minimise as far as possible any incon- 
venience which may be caused to British traders by the dislocation 
of export trade owing to the inclusion in the Statutory List of a 
former connection, the Foreign Trade Department is collecting and 
classifying the names of non-enemy firms who may be able to act 
as substitutes for firms mentioned in the Statutory List. A con- 
siderable amount of information is already available at the 
Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible to 
suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes without the necessity 
of referring the matter abroad. The Department is, however, 
prepared on application to enquire of His Majesty’s Representa- 
tives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. When the 
applicant wishes this done by telegraph he is required to pay the 
cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly facilitate 
the work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants in makin 
inquiries would specify the particular trade or trades for whic 
substitutes are required. 

Note (5).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, 
on the day of issue, to His Majesty’s Representative in that coun- 
try who is instructed to notify accordingly British Consular 
Officers, to whom persons abroad should apply for information as 
to names on the List. Persons and firms in the United Kingdom 
with agencies or branches abroad would, however, be well advised 
to furnish such agencies or branches with. issues of the List as 
they appear. The Lists for all countries in Central or South 
America are also telegraphed to His Majesty’s Ambassador at 
Washington, who transmits them to His Majesty’s Consul-General 
at New York and to other centres in the United States likely to be 
interested. 
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EXPORTS TO DENMARK. 


In modification of tise notice which appeared on pp. 765-6 of the 
‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 14th September, relative to restrictions 
on the export of certain goods to Denmark and other countries, it is 
announced by the Foreign Office that the restrictions therein specified 
on the import of tapioca and sulphur into Denmark have been 
cancelled. 





EXPORT OF GOODS CONTAINING COTTON; 
WOOL, OR HAIR, MIXED WITH OTHER FIBRES. 


Forms of Application for Licences. 


With reference to the notice on pp. 620-1 of the ‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 3lst August last relative to forms of application for 
export licences to be used ia respect of goods containing cotton, 
wool or hair mixed with other fibres, it is notified by the Director of 
the War Trade Department that the information contained therein 
has been revised as follows :— 

(1). Application Forms A and B.—These forms must be used in 
making applieations for licences to export :— 
(a) Goods manufactured from wool, or hair, or from mixtures of 
wool and hair. 
(6) Manufactures, mixtures and products of wool or hair or both 
in combination with cotton or other fibres. 

(2). Application Forms E to H.—These forms must be used in 
making applications for licences to export goods containing cotton 
only. 

ie should be .taken that goods mentioned under heading (1) are 
not included in the forms of application “ E” to ** H,” and that “ all- 
cotton” goods mentioned under heading (2) are not included in 
application forms ‘* A” and “ B.” 

In the case of mixed orders, it would be advisable that the “all- 
cotton ” goods should be packed separately. (D.C.I. 168.) 





EXPORTS TO THE NETHERLANDS. 


In modification of the notice which appeared on pp. 765-6 of the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 14th September, relative to restrictions 
on the export of goods to the Netherlands and other countries, it is 
announced by the Foreign Office that the restrictions therein specified 
on the importation of yeast into the Netherlands are cancelled, and 
that consideration will again be given to applications for export 
licences. 
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PURCHASE AND SALE OF WOOL. 


New Army Council Orders. 


In pursuance of the powers conferred upon them by the Defence 
of the Realm (Consolidation) Regulations, 1914, the Army Council 
have issued, under date 29th December, the following Orders, 
modifying the Order of 14th November last (see pp. 511-]2 of the 
‘“ Board of ‘T'rade Journal ” of 16th November) :— 


Sale of Wool grown prior to 1st January, 1916. 


No person shall sell raw wool grown on sheep in Great Britain, 
Ireland and the Isle of Man prior to Ist January, 1916, including 
fleece wool and skin wool, but not including daggings, locks, brokes 
and fallen wool, otherwise than to persons authorised by licence, 
appointment, or general or special permit granted by or on behalf of 
the Director of Army Contracts, or at prices other than those set out 
in the Schedules annexed to the Order of the Army Council relating 
to dealings in wool and dated 14th November, 1916;* or at such 
other prices as in any particular case may be allowed by or on behalf 
of the Director of Army Contracts, provided that nothing herein 
contained shall regulate or restrict the sale of raw wool as last afore- 
said if such sale is completed within 30 days next following after 
29th December. 

All persons having in their custody or control any raw wool grown 
on sheep in Great Britain, Ireland and the Isle of Man prior to Ist 
January, 1916, shall furnish such particulars of such wool as may be 
required by or on behalf of the Director of Army Contracts. 


Purchase of Wool by the Director of Army Contracts. 


The Army Council require all persons within Great Britain, Ireland 
and the Isle of Man to sell at any time more than 30 days after 
29th December, wool as may be required by or on behalf of the 
Director of Army Contracts, on the terms and subject to the con- 
ditions on and subject to which the sale thereof is authorised by the 
Orders of the Army Council referred to above. 





REQUISITION OF LINEN YARNS AND FLAX. 


With reference to the notice on pp. 24-5 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 4th January relative to the requisition of linen yarns by 
the Army Council, it is notified by the Secretary of the War Office 
that that notice has no application to yarns spun from flax tow. It 
is also notified that the exceptions to the Order requisitioning such 
yarns do not include any yarns suitable for aeroplane linens, dealings 
in which are absolutely prohibited. 

The Army Council have also given notice of an intention to take 
possession of all stocks of Courtrai flax or yarns, and an Order has 
been made requiring all persons holding any stocks of Courtrai flax 
to make a return with full particulars, which should be addressed to

A further Order has been made providing that flax which might be 
used for the manufacture of aeroplane cloth must not be used for any 
other purpose without the permission of the Director of Aircraft 
Equipment.

MAXIMUM PRICES FOR STEEL. 


With reference to the notice of modification of the general permit, 
dated Ist January, relating to dealings in metallurgical coke, pig 
iron and steel (see pp. 29-30 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 4th 
January), the Minister of Munitions has given notice, under date 6th 
January, that the sum of £13 is substituted for the sum of £13-10s. 
therein mentioned as the maximum basis price for mild steel diamond 
pattern chequer plates, }-inch thick on plain and over, and the sum 
of £21-10s. is substituted for thesum of £21 therein mentioned as 
the maximum basis price for higher high tensile steel angles, 7 
united inches and over. 





MANUFACTURE, ETC., OF MOTOR ENGINES 
AND VEHICLES. 


The Minister of Munitions has prohibited, until further notice, 
any person, firm or company from carrying out, without a permit 
issued under the authority of the Admiralty, the Army Council or 
the Minister of Munitions, any work consisting in or connected with 
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MANUFACTURE, EtTC., oF Motor ENGINES AND VEHICLES—continued. 


the manufacture, assembling, or erection of any new or unused motor 
internal combustion engine, designed or adapted for mechanical 
traction, or of any new or unused motor cycle, motor chassis, motor 
wagon, or of any tractor or other motor vehicles of any kind 
propelled by mechanical means, subject, however, to the following 
exception :— 

Work required to complete contracts placed by the Admiralty, the 
War Office, the Minister of Munitions, or an Allied Government on 
or before the 3rd: day of November, 1916. For the purpose of this 
Order the expression “‘ assembling ” is deemed to include the placing 
or replacing in position of any part. 

The above Order, which is dated 6th January, cancels the Order of 
3rd November (see p. 420 of the “ Board of ‘Trade Journal” of 9th 
November) without prejudice to anything done thereunder. 





AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY AND a oi 
Control of Manufacture. 


The Ministry of Munitions announces that an Agricultural 
Machinery Branch has been set up in conjunction with the Board of 
Agriculture and the Food Controller to deal with the control of the 
manufacture of agricultural machinery and implements. 

It is intended to class the manufacture of all such machinery and 
implements as munitions work.

CHEMICAL AND MEDICAL GLASS, ETC. 
Regulations for Trading. 


The Minister of Munitions, in exercise of the powers conferred upon 
him by the Defence of the Realm (Consolidation) Act, 1914, the 
Defence of the Realm (Amendment) No. 2 Act, 1915, the Defence of 
the Realm (Consolidation) Regulations, 1914, the Munitions of War 
Acts, 1915 and 1916, and all other powers thereunto enabling him, 
has ordered, under date 2nd January, that all parsons engaged in the 
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CHEMICAL AND MEpIcAaL GLAss, ETC.—continued. 


manufacture, purchase, sale or other dealings in chemical and medical 
glass or glass tubing and rod shall comply with the following 
regulations :— 

Manufacture. 


*« (1) No person shall manufacture any chemical or medical glass or 
glass tubing or rod unless the purpose for which the glass is required 
has been approved. Such approval must be evidenced by one or other 
of the following which must be quoted by the ordering firm together 
with the purpose for which the glass is required :— 

(a) Reference to and number of an Admiralty, War Office or 
Ministry of Munitions contract for which the glass is 
necessary, or 

(b) A certificate authorising the supply issued on behalf of the 
Minister of Munitions by the Director of Optical and 
Glassware Munitions. ey 

(2) Manufacturers are required to render to the Director of Optical 
and Glassware Munitions, at regular intervals, full and accurate. 
returns of their manufacture and output of chemical and, medical 
glass and glass tubing and rod in accordance with the directions from 
time to time given by the said Director. 


Purchase and Sale outside the United Kingdom. 


(3) No person shall buy, sell or deal in any chemical or medical 
glass or glass tubing or rod situated or to be manufactured outside 
the United Kingdom unless a certificate authorising such purchase, 
sale or dealing has been issued on behalf of the Minister of Munitions 
by the Director of Optical and Glassware Munitions. 


Definition Clause. 


(4) For the purpose of this Order chemical and medical glass shall 
include resistance, chemical and bacteriological glassware, carboys, 
thermometers, glass for miners’ safety flame lamps, glass for X-ray 
apparatus, hospital glassware and glass vessels (graduated or other- 
wise) manutactured for the purpose of containing reagents, drugs, 
medicines, pharmaceutical or biological substances or preparations; 
and glass tubing and rod shall include all glass tubing and glass rod 
made by the process of drawing. 

(5) All applications in reference to the above Order should be made 
to the Director of Optical and Glassware Munitions, Ministry of 
Munitions of War, 117, Puccadilly, London, W. 

Note.—Certificates will be granted to dealers to order reasonable 
quantities of chemical and medical glass and glass tubing and rod for 
the purpose of stock and/or export, provided that such orders are not 
considered by the Minister of Munitions as likely to interfere with 
the execution of orders required for war purposes. No further 
authorisation to dispose of such stocks will be required, provided that 
in the case of articles, the export of which is prohibited, the usual 
permit to export be obtained.

Analysis of the Year’s Trade. 


I.— GENERAL. 


The trade returns for December, 1916, when compared with those 
for December, 1915, show increases in the value of the imports into 
the United Kingdom and of the exports of the produce and manu- 
factures of the United Kingdom, but a decrease in the value of the 
exports of foreign and colonial merchandise. 

When compared with December, 1914, the figures show increases 
in all cases.

IV.—TRADE DURING THE YEAR 1916. 


Preliminary figures of the foreign trade of the United Kingdom 
during the year 1916 are also given in the December issue of the trade 
returns. The total value of this trade (merchandise only) amounted 
to £1,553,300,000, of which imports accounted for £949,200,000, 
exports of United Kingdom produce £506,500,000, and exports of 
foreign and colonial produce (re-exports) £97,600,000. 


The following statement shows the value of the trade during the 
last five years :—

The value of the Imports thus reached a record figure of nearly 
£950,000,000. This represents an increase of 23°6 per cent. over the 
previous highest total which was recorded in 1913, when goods were 
imported to the value of nearly £769,000,000. The value of the 
exports of the produce and manufacture of the United Kingdom 
whilst nearly £20,000,000 less than the record figure, which also 
occurred in 1913, was yet higher than in any other year, being 
4 per cent. higher than in 1912, 18 per cent. higher than in 1914 
and no less than 36 per cent. higher than in 1915. The re-export 
trades of the United Kingdom in 1916 was 11 per cent. less than in 
1913, and 13 per cent. less than in the record year, 1912. 


It should be noted in connection with the figures relating to 
the period since the outbreak of war that the particulars relating to 
goods imported include all articles of food, but do not include other 
goods which, at the time of importation, were the property of H.M. 
Government or of the Governments of the Allies. As regards 
exports, all goods bought in the United Kingdom by or on behalf 
of the Allies are included, but goods taken from British Government 
Stores and Depéts or goods bought by H.M. Government and shipped 
on Government vessels are excluded. No particulars are available as 
to the value of the trade thus excluded.

Foodstuffs accounted for the largest proportion of the total imports, 
the value of the goods imported under the category “ Food, Drink, 
and Tobacco,” amounting to nearly £420,000,000, or nearly 45 per 
cent. of the total imports. The value of the corresponding trade in 
the previous year was £381,000,000, and in the last pre-war year 
(1913) £290,000,000. Imports of grain and flour were valued at 
£133,000,000, an increase of about £21,000,000 over 1915, and 
£48,000,000 over 1913. Meat was imported to the value of more 
than £94,000,000, as compared with £87,000,000 in 1915, and 
£57,000,000 in 1913. Other large items were sugar £37,500,000, 
tea £158,000,000, butter £19,000,000, cheese £13,000,000, fruit 
£12,000,000, fish £10,000,000, and margarine £9,000,000. 

As regards raw materials, the imports were valued at £337,000,000, 
as compared with £287,000,000 in 1915, and £282,000,000 in the 
last normal year. Raw cotton accounted for more than 25 per cent. 
of this total, the imports being valued at £85,000,000, as compared 
with £65,000,000 in 1915 and £71,000,000 in 1913. Oil seeds and 
nuts, oils, fats and gums were imported to the value of £63,000,000, 
as compared with £50,000,000 in 1915 and £41,000,000 in 1913. 
The imports of wood and timber were £40,000,000, £33,000,000, and 
£34,000,000 in 1916, 1915 and 1913 respectively. Raw wool was 
imported to the value of £40,000,000, £44,000,000, and £38,000,000 
in the same three years. 

The value of the imports of manufactures in 1916 was £189,000,000, 
as compared with £181,000,000 in the previous year and £194,000,000 
in 1913. The chief items were metals (other than iron and steel) and 
manufactures thereof, which were imported to the value of £39,000.000, 
as compared with £42,000,000 in 1915 and £32,000,000 in 1913; 
chemicals, drugs and dyes, the imports of which were valued at 
£29,000,000, as compared with £19,000,000 and £13,000,000 in 1915 
and 1913 respectively, and leather and leather manufactures, the 
imports of which in 1916, 1915 and 1913 were £16,000,000; 
£17,000,000 and £13,500,000. Other large items were silk manu- 
factures £13,000,000, iron and steel and manufactures thereof 
£11,000,000, cotton manufactures £8,000,000, machinery £8,000,000, 
and paper and paper wares £8,000,000.

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Foreign Trade of the United Kingdom during the Year, 1916. 





Exports of United Kingdom Produce and Manufactures —The 
exports of foodstuffs (including drink and tobacco) in 1916 were 
valued at nearly £30,000,000, as compared with £25,000,000 in the 
previous year and £32,500,000 in normal times. Raw materials 
were valued at £64,000,000, of which coal, coke and manufactured 
fuel accounted for about £51,000,000, or nearly 80 per cent. The 
value of the raw materials exported in 1915 was about £52,000,000 
and in 1913 nearly £70,000,000. Manufactures were exported in 
1916 to the value of £394,000,000, or 78 per cent. of the total 
exports of United Kingdom produce. The corresponding figures 
in 1915 and 1913 were £293,000,000 and £411,000;000 respectively. 
Of the principal items cotton manufactures was by far the chief, 
amounting to £118,000,000, as compared with £86,000,000 in 1915 
and £127,000,000 in 1913. Iron and steel and manufactures thereof 
were exported to the value of £57,000,000, a greater amount than in 
pre-war years, the corresponding figures for 1913 being £54,000,000. 
The same remark applies to wool manufactures and chemicals, drugs 
and dyes, the value of the exports of which were £47,000,000 and 
£27,500,000 respectively, as compared with pre-war figures of 
£37,500,000 amd £22,000,000 respectively. Other large items under 
this heading were machinery £20,000,000 and apparel £17,000,000. 

Re-exports.—Of the total figure, foodstuffs accounted for about 
£21,000,000, raw materials £49,000,000 and manufactures 
£27,000,000 in 1916, as compared with £22,500,000, £54,500,000 and 
£22,000,000 in 1915, and £16,000,000, £64,000,000, and £29,500,000 
in 1913 respectively. 


In connection with these figures it should be remembered that the 
average values of most articles have increased considerably since the 
outbreak of war, and that an increase in the total vaiue of the trade 
in any particular class of goods does not of necessity mean that the 
volume of the trade in those goods has increased. 


V.—SHIPPING IN DECEMBER. 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during . 
December, 1916, amounted to 2,215,220 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 2,515,967 tons, as against 2,625,576 tons entered, and 
3,172,630 tons cleared, during December, 1915. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage arrived with cargoes during December, 
1916, amounted to 1,696,095 tons, and the tonnage departed to 
1,674,332 tons, as against 1,902,019 tons arrived, and 1,907,919 tons 
departed, in December, 1915. 


VI—SHIPPING DURING THE YEAR, 1916. 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the year, 1916, amounted to 30,059,428 tons, and the tonnage cleared 
to 35,596,754 tons, as against 33,723,904 tons entered, and 39,529,362 
tons cleared, during the year, 1915. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage arrived with cargoes during the year, 1916, 
amounted to 22,358,715 tons, and the tonnage departed to 22,295,114 
tons, as against 27,468,449 tons arrived, and 27,277,911 tons departed 
during the year, 1915. 
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COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE COMMITTEE. 


A meeting of the Advisory Committee to the Board of Trade on 
Commercial Intelligence was held at 7, Whitehall Gardens on 
Wednesday, the 10th January. Sir Albert Stanley, President of 
the Board of Trade, presided, and there were also present, Sir Alfred 
Bateman, Sir Henry Birchenough, Sir W. H. Clark, Mr. T. Craig- 
Brown, Captain Muirhead Collins, Sir A. F. Firth, Bart., Mr. H. 
Fountain, Mr. C. A. Harris (Colonial Office), Mr. Louis J. Kershaw 
(India Office), Mr. E. H. Langdon, Mr. Stanley Machin, Sir T. 
Mackenzie, Mr. E. Parkes, M.P., Sir Hallewell Rogers, Sir H. 
Llewellyn Smith, Mr. G. J. Stanley, and Mr. Percy Ashley 
(Secretary ). 

At the commencement of the proceedings the President of the 
Board of Trade briefly addressed the Committee and emphasised the 
importance of its work. Amongst the matters considered by the 
Committee were proposals for a large extension of the ‘Trade Com- 
missioner Service in the British Dominions, proposals for Commercial 
Missions and other matters relating to the organisation of British 
Overseas trade, and questions arising out of the work of the Depart- 


ment of Commercial [ntelligence.

LIQUIDATION OF ENEMY BUSINESESS IN 
CEYLON. 


The Principal Collector of Customs at Colombo (the Board of 
''rade Correspondent for Ceylon) has forwarded a copy of an Ordi- 
nance (No, 20 of 1916) making provision for the liquidation of 
enemy firms in the Colony. By this Ordinance the Governor is 
empowered to declare to be an “ enemy firm” any person carrying 
on business in Ceylon at the outbreak of the present war who is an 
enemy, or any partnership the partners, or the majority of the partners, 
of which are enemies, or any company registered in Ceylon, the 
majority of the shares in which are held by enemies. 

In pursuance of these powers the Governor has ordered the follow-

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COMMERCIAL SITUATION IN CANADA. 


The following notes on business conditions in Canada are taken 
from the Annual Report of the Directors of the Bank of Montreal, 
dated 4th December, a copy of which has been received from H.M. 
Trade Commissioner in Canada (Mr. C. Hamilton Wickes) :— 


As the result of the phenomenal harvest in 1915, coupled with vast 
expenditures by the Allied Governments in the Dominion for muni- 
tions, and by the Canadian Government itself for requirements in 
connection with the war, high wages are being paid for all classes 
of labour, and trade conditions in Canada are buoyant in nearly all 
lines of business. The few exceptions will, generally speaking, be 
found in industries concerned with the ie seca and sale of 
articles of luxury. 

Owing to unusual adverse climatic conditions snl decreased acre- 
age, the 1916 yield of wheat in the North-West will probably not 
exceed in quantity one half the bountiful crop in 1915, and will fall 
somewhat below the average in the older provinces ; but the farmers 
will be largely compensated for the diminished yield by the high 
prices being paid for grain and all other farm products. Estimates of 
the 1916 crop are, as usual, conflicting, but those believed to be most 
reliable give a wheat crop for the three North-West Provinces of 
160,000,000 to 175,000,000 bushels, and for all Canada of 185,000,000 
to 200,000,000 bushels, and it is not improbable it may exceed these 
figures. Were it ;not for the fact that shipments of grain to the 
United Kingdom will probably be curtailed by the shortage of ocean 
tonnage, the results might be looked upon as not unfavourable on the 
whole. In this connection it may be added that the 1916 season has 
been very propitious for the dairy trade, the production of cheese 
and butter having exceeded all previous records and having been 
marketed at unprecedentedly high prices. 

The sudden reversal of the position of Canada from a debtor to a 
creditor nation, with reference to foreign trade, has been very remark- 
able. In the seven months of the fiscal year to 3lst October the 
excess of imports over domestic exports of merchandise as recently as 
1913 amounted to no less than 145,000,000 dols., and in the like period 
of 1914 to 60,000,000 dols. Then the gap began rapidly to close. The 
production of munitions of war of every description, together with the 
bountiful harvest of 1915, carried the exports to an unprecedentedly 
high figure. In the seven months to 31st October, 1915, the value of 
domestic exports exceeded that of imports by 73, 300, 000 dols., and 
in the corresponding period of 1916 the excess of exports over imports 
reached the large sum of 160,000,000 dols. 

Nor has this reversal of the former position been accomplished by 
contraction of imports, as in 1916 the value of imports outstripped 
all previous records. ‘The change has been effected entirely by ship- 
ments abroad of the huge crops of 1915, and the large output of war 
supplies, the export of agricultural products in the seven months 
period to 31st October having risen from 75,500,000 dols. in 1914 to 
233,500,000 dols. in 1916. 

Quebec.— Business is exceptionally active throughout Quebec, and 
prosperity is general. With high prices for all kinds of agricultural 
products, crops well up to the average, and a steady development of 
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Commercial Situation in Canada. 





the dairying industry, conditions in the rural districts are very satis- 
factory. 

Last winter's lumbering operations and the spring’ drives generally 
were satisfactory. The production of sawmills, however, has been 
affected to some extent by shortage of labour. The demand for 
lumber has been below normal in both Canadian and American 
markets, but in the latter case is improving. High freight rates and 
a scarcity of tonnage have been adverse factors to the trade. 

The production of munitions of war has contributed notably to 
industrial activity in many branches. Wages have largely increased, 
and consequently much more money is in circulation than in normal 
times. 

The textile and boot and shoe industries are conspicuously 
prosperous. The former, benefiting from war orders, have been 
working at about 90 per cent. of their capacity, and would run at full 
capacity if labour were more plentiful. 

Notwithstanding a great increase in the price of raw materials, the 
pulp and paper industries have experienced the best period in their 
history. The price of all pulp products is the highest on record. The 
mills have all increased their output, but the demand is still 
much greater than the supply. Canada before the war had a surplus 
of paper for export of about 300 tonsaday. When the extensions now 
planned come into operation, this surplus will gradually be increased 
until by 1918 it may probably reach 1,100 tons a day. 

The cement manufacturing industry has experienced little change 
during the year. Building construction is still at a low ebb, but a 
good business at satisfactory prices has been done with farmers and 
small concerns. 

Wholesale and retail conditions in the Province generally are good. 

Substantial sums have been spent by the Federal Government in 
improvements to Quebec Harbour and in connection with the 
St. Charles River dock development and the dry dock at Levis. The 
Provincial Government continues its programme for the improvement 
of roads and highways. It is also engaged in schemes for conserv- 
ation of water on various rivers. The most important is the dam 
being built on the St. Maurice River at a cost of 1,500,000 dols. The 
completion of this dam is expected by January, 1918. 


Ontario.—A remarkable improvement is manifest in general 
trade conditions throughout Ontario. Wholesale houses report a 
keen demand for goods of every description, and rising prices. 
Retail stocks generally are low. Collections have been markedly 
good, cash payments increasing. Under -the stimulus of munition 
and other exceptional business, manufacturers generally are being 
offered more orders, at steadily advancing prices, than can be 
accepted. 

Lumbermen have had a fair year. The coming winter’s cut of 
lumber will be smaller than for some years, owing to serious labour 
shortage and greatly increased cost of operating. 

Pulp and paper mills are all working to fulb capacity, and selling 
their output readily at profitable prices. 
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Mining has been active, the production of nickel copper matte in 
particular showing a large increase over last year. 

The season has not been good for agriculture. Yields of grain, 
roots and feed generally, excluding hay, were disappointing. 
Potatoes were a short crop, with other vegetables and fruit below the 
average. larmers have prospered, however, because of a broadened 
export market for dairy products and higher prices for all kinds of. 
farm produce. 

The lack of efficient labour is causing some anxiety. Farmers, 
manufacturers, Juambermen, and in fact all employers, have difficulty 
in getting enough men. 

Maritime Provinces.—Business conditions are satisfactory in the 
Maritime Provinces, and farmers and fishermen are enjoying a 
reasonable amount of prosperity. Crops generally, and potatoes in 
particular, have been good, with satisfactory prices. While the catch of 
fish was not as large as last year, this condition has been counteracted 
by higher prices. The lobster industry, which was seriously affected 
by the war, has recovered. High prices are coincident with a catch 
above the average. 

Lumbermen have not fared quite so well. High freight rates, 
scarcity of tonnage and a restricted demand in both the Canadian 
and the American markets have been a hindrance. Owing to scarcity 
of labour, much higher wages will have to be paid in the woods this 
winter. ‘The outlook, therefore, is tor higher working costs and a 
smaller output. 

There has been a largely increased output from the steel works, 
with prospects that they will be worked to their utmost capacity for 
some time. Manufacturing conditions in other lines are moderately 
good, the only general complaint being of labour shortage. 

Coal mines generally have been worked full time, though the out- 
put was not as large as last year’s owing to the difficulty of getting 
sufficient miners. Prices are higher, due chiefly to the increased 
requirements of the steel industry. 

Wholesale and retail conditions are satisfactory and collections 
good, particularly in the country districts. 

Railway and harbour improvements at Halifax undertaken by the 
Federal Government are progressing rapidly. 

North-West Provinces.—The grain crop, which promised to be 
very large again, suffered from rust in some parts of the country, 
with the result that the yield of the Provinces as a whole was reduced 
to about average. 

Pasturage has been good, and hay was a full crop. 

Creameries and cheese factories have increased in number, and it 
is noteworthy that the Western Provinces are no longer importers of 
butter. 

Live stock has increased, with the exception of hogs. The high 
prices of wool and mutton are causing more and more attention to 
be paid to sheep rearing. Measures taken by the Dominion and 
Provincial Governments to encourage the “ finishing ” of young cattle 
in Canada have met with gratifying success, resulting in a large 
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increase in the number of stockers and feeders returned from the 
stock yard to the prairies, with a corresponding decrease in the 
export of such cattle to the United States. 

Meat packers are very busy, much of their output going overseas. 

Flour mills have had a good year, producing to full capacity. In- 
clusive of a few not in operation, the capacity of the mills in the 
Prairie Provinces is over thirty thousand barrels a day. 

Saw-millers have done well generally, and a strong demand from 
the prairies for lumber is encouraging them to send to the woods in 
the north all the men they can get. 

The refining of crude oil imported from the United States has 
begun at Regina, where a plant with a capacity of 1,500 barrels per 
day has recently been constructed. 

Wholesale and retail trade, stimulated in 1915 by the extra- 
ordinarily heavy crop, was well sustained by the outpouring of the 
crop from the granaries, which continued until the month of Septem- 
ber, 1916, when delivery of the new crop began. The demand for 
merchandise is strong and difficult to fill. Prices are very high. 

The Federal Government has continued the construction of the 
Hudson’s Bay Railway, the railhead being now within ninety miles of 
Port Nelson. 

With high prices ruling for grain and live stock the outlook is 
especially promising for the Western Provinces. 

British Columbia.— Recuperation from the stagnation of the first 
period of the war has taken place in British Columbia. Over- 
expansion and speculation have ceased ; business generally is better 
and on a sounder basis. 

The lumber trade is in a better condition than for three years past, 
chiefly owing to an increased demand from the interior. Lack of 
tonnage still greatly restricts export business. 

An extensive development in mining is a feature of 1916. Fresh 
capital was introduced, and the output of minerals has been the 
largest in the history of the Province. 

Outside capital has also been invested in the pulp and paper 
industry, and production in 1917 promises to be largely in excess 
of that in any previous year. 

The salmon catch was disappointing, but stocks were sold out 
earlier than usual and at higher prices. The quadrennial big run on 
the Fraser River is due in 1917. Large profits have been realised 
from the halibut fisheries, the higher prices more than compensating 
for the smaller catch. 

The year was good for farming, most of the crops having been up 
to the average. ‘The demand for farm products has been good, and 
high prices were realised. The fruit crop, particularly apples, has 
also been good and prices satisfactory, with an increasing export 
demand for apples. Ranchers have had a prosperous year. 

Shipbuilding in British Columbia received an impetus in 1916, 
in consequence of the demand for vessels to carry lumber. 

Wholesalers report an increase in the volume of business and a 
marked improvement in collections. Retail trade is slow in reviving, 
but transactions are more on a cash basis than formerly.

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NEW WEIGHTS AND MEASURES ACT IN 
NEWFOUNDLAND. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of the “ Weights and 
Measures Act, 1916” (Cap. X. of 1916) of Newfoundland which 
amends and consolidates the law relating to Weights and Measures. 

Under Section 23 of this Act it is provided that in contracts for 
the sale and delivery of any of the undermentioned articles, the 
bushel shall be determined by weighing, unless a bushel by measure 
is specially agreed upon; and the weight equivalent to a bushel 
shall be as follows :—

Whenever oniiins or other vegetables above neutinnal shall be 
suld by the barrel, every such barrel shall contain at least three 
bushels of the weight specified above, and where the same or any of 
them shall be sold by the barrel, sack, or case, the net weight shall 
be legibly marked thereon. 

Sacks of pease, round or split, shall weigh 98 lbs. net. 


Standard Net Weight of Provisions.—Section 30 states that the 
following shall be the standard net weight of articles of provisions, 
whether imported into or produced or manufactured in the Colony, 
and offered for sale, viz. :—

Standard Measures for Paints, Oils, Wools and Yarns.—lIt is also 
provided in the Act that the standard measure of paints, oils, 
varnishes and turpentine shall be the Imperial gallon, and it shall 
be a breach of this Act to use the word “ gallon” in the sale of any 
such articles except as meaning an Imperial gallon. 

Imported wools and yarns shall be sold only in packages containing 
manufacturers’ standard weights, which shall be marked on the 
package. 

Cartons, Bottles, etc. to have Nei Weight or Measure marked thereon.— 
All packages, such as cartons, kegs, boxes, tins, bags, and bottles, 
containing articles exposed for sale in such packages in quantities 
of two ounces by weight or measure and upwards shall have the 
net weight or measure marked thereon. The provisions of the Act 
whereby the vendors of goods are required to have the net weight 
of the contents of packages marked thereon came into operation 
on the Ist January, 1917.

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DEVELOPMENT OF TRADE WITH FINLAND. 
Hints to British Traders. 





H.M. Consul at Helsingfors (Mr. H. M. Grove), writing under date 
24th November, points out that it is useless sending catalogues to 
Finland in the English language. Catalogues should be in the Swedish 
language, or, even better, in Swedish and Finnish. British weights 
and measures are but imperfectly understood, and it is most desir- 
able, therefore, that the metric system should be used. 

In competing with British trade foreign firms obtained a great 
advantage by keeping large stocks in the country, especially of such 
staple articles as belting, chemicals (particularly those for the paper 
trade), coffee, etc. This plan also enabled them to quote, in the cur- 
rency of the country, prices either duty paid Finland or for delivery 
at the premises of the buyer. 

Travellers of German firms were always to be found all over Finland. 
They spoke the language of the country, quoted prices in Finnish 
currency, carried samples of all their wares, and worked each place 
thoroughly by calling upon both large and small firms. In con- 
trast with this, Mr. Grove is assured that a British traveller was 
hardly ever seen in Finland, that when one did turn up he generally 
did not know the language of the country, that he usually quoted 
f.o.b. a United Kingdom port and in sterling, that his visits were 
confined to three or four of the largest towns, and that in those towns 
he usually visjted only the largest firms. 

Again, as regards agents, German firms appointed agents freely 
wherever they found there was any sale for their goods. In a very 
high percentage of cases they sent stocks of their goods to these 
agents, who settled quarterly for those that had been disposed of 
in that period. It was very largely owing to this arrangement that 
the Germans captured the local market for belting. Mr. Grove has 
been informed on good authority that when German agents ascer- 
tained that local buyers had been offered firm prices by British 
traders, in numerous instances they were instructed by their German 
principals to quote at a cheaper rate. 

Before the war German firms usually gave three months’ credit, 
and this seems to have given satisfaction to both buyer and seller. 
At the present time numerous complaints are being made that British 
manufacturers and exporters require cash in the United Kingdom 
against orders; this is objected to by large and _ well-known 
Finnish firms, many of whom have pointed out to H.M. Consul that 
this procedure is not likely to tend to the development of trade 
between the United Kingdom and Finland. Instead of this it is 
suggested locally that British exporters should send the documents 
through a bank which would be responsible for collecting the money 
in Finland. 

In this connection the following remarks by the British Vice- 
Consul at Abo (Mr. W. J. B. Wilson) may be of interest :— 

The British exporter who corresponds in English, quotes f.o.b. 
prices, uses English weights, measures, and currency, and requires 
cash on delivery, stands no chance against foreign firms on the spot 
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who conduct their business in the language and weights and 
measures of the country. are able to quote c.i.f. prices, and, owing to 
their knowledge of the financial standing of local firms, can in most 
cases give three months’ credit. ‘he few British firms who have 
adopted the methods advocated above are in every instance doing 
good business, and it only remains for other British firms to follow 
suit in order to obtain like results. 

Mr. Grove goes on to say that British firms working for the export 
trade would probably find it advantageous to pay more attention to 
wrapping and packing. Thus, many German firms supplied goods 
for the Finnish market with the description, etc. of the goods printed 
in the Swedish and Finnish languages. 

Another matter about which complaints are made is the difficulty 
experienced by local tailors and other buyers of British cloth in 
getting consignments suitable for their requirements. Finland is a 
small country, and what these buyers want is consignments of various 
small lots of different cloths, whereas British sellers generally sell by 
the piece. The German middlemen used to make up consignments 
of small lots according to the orders of the local buyers, and it seems 
to have paid them well to do this. (D.C.1. 50,031.)

MORATORIUM IN FRANCE. 


With reference to the netice on p. 26 of the “ Board of ‘Trade 
Journal” of 6th April last, and to previous notices, relative to special 
financial measures taken in |'rance to meet the situation created by 
the war, it is notified that the French ‘“‘Journal Officiel” of 20th 
December publishes a Decree, dated 19th December, prolonging for 
a further period of 90 days the Moratorium in regard to Bills of 
Exchange and bank deposits. 

The Decree contains, inter alia, a new provision making it incum- 
bent on the holder of a bill already prolonged to notify the drawer, 
by registered letter, within a period of 3 months from the date of 
the Decree, that the bill is in his possession. Failure to comply 
with this requirement deprives both drawer and intermediate 
endorsers of all moratorial interest. 

The text (in French) of the Decree may be consulted by British 
firms interested at the Department of Commercial Intelligence, 73, 
Basinghal! Street, London, E.C. 

In submitting the above-mentioned Decree to the President of the 
Republic, the Ministers concerned remark that the Moratorium in 
respect of Bills of Exchange, etc., established at the beginning of 
the war has been maintained by successive Decrees until lst January, 
1917, except that the Decree of 23rd December, 1915 (see p. 98 of 
the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 13th January, 1916), terminated 
on Ist April, 1916, the Moratorium in respect of bills given by 
merchants and others who have contracts with the French or Allied 
Governments. 

Since the last prolongation of the Moratorium by the Decree of 
19th September, 1916, payments into the Bank of France of 
moratorially-protected bills have increased by 44,000,000 frs., so that 
outstanding moratoria] debts, which totalled 4,480,000,000 frs. at the 
beginning of August, 1914, were on 14th December, 1916, reduced 


to 1,346,000,000 trs.

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TRANSIT THROUGH FRANCE OF GOODS SENT 
FROM THE UNITED KINGDOM TO 
SWITZERLAND, ITALY, AND SPAIN VJA FRANCE, 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
for the 11th May, 1916 (pp. 382-385), and to subsequent notices, 
respecting the transit through France of goods sent from the 
United Kingdom to Switzerland, Italy and Spain, the subjoined 
Memorandum, which is printed for general information, em- 
bodies a full statement of the regulations on this subject in their 
present form. 

Attention is directed to the fact that paragraphs 2 (d) and 3 (5) 
of the Memorandum are restored to their original form (as in 
the notice in the ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ for the 11th May 
last), the arrangement notified at p. 863 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal”? for the 2lst September respecting exports to Italy 
vid France being withdrawn. 


1.—Transit of Goods through France to Switzerland. 


(a) In order that goods, of kinds prohibited to be exported from 
France, which are sent from the United Kingdom to Switzer- 
land vid France may be allowed to pass in transit through the 
latter country, a certificate issued by the British Customs authori- 
ties, showing that exportation from the United Kingdom has 
been licensed. must be produced to the French authorities ; in the 
case of each consignment. This rule applies only to goods the 
exportation and re-exportation of which from France is pro- 
hibited at present, or may in future be prohibited. A complete 
list of the articles prohibited to be exported from France was 
published in the Supplement to the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
of the 23rd November, 1916.* Subseque nt additions to, or modi- 
fications of, this list are duly notified in the weekly issues of the 
‘Board of Trade Journal.” 

(b) Arrangements have been made whereby exporters of eoods 
from the United Kingdom to Switzerland may, as a rule, obtain 
a British export licence in respect of consignments of goods which 
are not prohibited to be exported from the United Kingdom to 
Switzerland, but which are prohibited to be exported from France 
to that destination. Applications should be addressed to the 
War Trade Department, and special attention should be drawn 
to the fact that the goods are on the French ‘‘ prohibited ”’ list. 

(c) So far as concerns goods for which the Société Suisse de 
Surveillance économique at Berne is the only authorised con- 
signee in Switzerland, the British Customs authorities will issue, 
in ’ respect of licensed consignments of such goods, the pink certifi- 
eate ‘8. 45 A.,’’? which “states that the ‘exportation from the 
United Kingdom to Switzerland of........0......cceeeeeeeee: has been 
allowed ender the authority of a licence bial by the Privy Coun- 
cil, and upon production of a certificate from the Société Suisse

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de Surveillance by which the consignment of the goods to that 
Society has been authorised. In the case of part shipments 
effected against such a certificate, the British Customs authorities, 
in order that the certificate may be used in respect of the balance 
unshipped, will issue their pink certificate ““S. 47 A.” = As 
regards goods exported from the United Kingdom under licence 
to “Switzerland, w hen not consigned to the S.S ‘S. , the pink certifi- 
cate “S. 45 B.’’ will be issued. This certificate states that the 
exportation from the United Kingdom to..............ccccee genre eeees 
Sih pkasbrachshbdbesennbags sy ss: has been allowed under the authority of 
a licence or permit issued by His Majesty’s Government. (This 
certificate will be issued also in respect of goods exported from 
the United Kingdom under licence to Jtaly or Spain wid France 
(see below). The word ‘* Switzerland,’’ or *‘ Italy,’’ or ‘‘ Spain ”’ 
will be inserted in the certificate, after the word ‘“‘ to,’’ 
according to the destination of the goods.) 

(d) This certificate is intended for the guidance of visiting 
officers on the high seas, as well as of the I'rench Customs officers. 
It should invariably accompany the goods, and should be delivered 
by the master of the vessel to the forwarding agents or French 
Customs officers at the port of discharge. 

(e) Consignments of goods ac companied by the pink certificate 
will be allowed to pass in transit through France to their Swiss 
destination, without further formality, if the goods are sent 
vii the port of Cette. In the case of goods accompanied by the 
pink certificate and forwarded vid other French ports,* a 

‘demande de transport’ must be addressed to the ‘‘ Etat-Major 
de Armée (4° Bureau)” in Paris, by whom authorisations for 
transport will be granted, so far as circumstances permit. 

(f) Goods accompanied by the pink certificate will be allowed 
to pass to Switzerland without the formality of atransport per- 
mit from the ports of Bordeaux, Marseilles, Nice, and Monaco 
up to the amount of 1 metric ton per day from anv one shipper 
to any one consignee. 

(g) Where exports consigned to the §.S.S. are concerned, ex- 
perters, who have not already received the necessary forms in 
order to obtain the B rench tr ansport permit, should apply to the 
Controller, S.S.S., 7, Princes Street, London, S.W., and should 
return the forms to him duly completed. The French transport 
permit will be sent direct to the French port of entry to the 
shipper’s agent named on the form. 

Attention is also directed to the fact that similar application 
for a transport permit must be made in respect of consignments 
of goods of kinds not prohibited to be exported from France, 
when such goods are forwarded by ports other than Cette. 

(h) Special facilities exist for the transmission to the S.S.S. 
of parcels weighing less than 11 Ib. (gross) and containing 
certain specified articles. A list of these articles, and a state-

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ment of the formalities te be complied with, are given on pp. 865 
et seq of the ‘ Board of Trade Journal” for 2lst September, 
1916 (as amended by the notice at pp. 875-4 of the ‘* Board of 
Trade Journal ”’ for the 21st December, 1916). 

(2) It is understood that the French Government are unable 
to ‘give any assurance in regard to the delays to which transit 
goods discharged at ports other than those mentioned above are 
and may be subjected. 

According to information received from Llis Majesty’s Embassy 
at Paris, under date the 2nd April, 1916, the French authorities 
are unable to arrange to forward from Havre British goods des- 
tined for Switzerland. The representative in Paris of the Société 
suisse de Surveillance économique calls attention to the fact that 
the shipment of such goods to Havre results in considerable loss 
to Swiss importers, inasmuch as the goods have to be reshipped 
from Havre to another French port, w rhere they can be entrained 
for Switzerland. 

(7) Exporters are warned that serious delay is caused if goods 
are not forwarded by the route specified by thas Swiss con- 
signees, officially recognised by the French Government, and in 
accordance with the S. S.S. regulations. 


2.—Transit of Goods through France to Italy. 


(a) Consignments of goods accompanied by the pink certificate 
“S$. 45 B.”’ (see section 1 (c) of this Memorandum) will be 
allowed to pass freely through France to their Italian destina- 
tion to the amount of one truck of 10 tons per day and for each 
forwarding agent. If the transport of the goods to be forwarded 
requires | more than one truck of 10 tons on one and the same 
day, a ‘‘ demande d’expédition’’ in duplicate must be addressed 
to the ‘“*Etat-Major de l’Armée (4° Bureau),’’ Paris. In this 
case, the goods will only be accepted for transport at the railway 
station on the production of the authorisation accorded by the 
Ktat-Major. 

(6) Should:circumstances so require, and notably when certain 
ports may be congested, free transit under the conditions set out 
in paragraph (a) above will be cancelled, and the transport of 
all goods, without exception, will only be allowed under special 
authorisation. Until further notice, this regulation (as to special 
authorisation being necessary) will be applied at the ports of 
Dieppe, Havre, and Rouen. 

(c) The words ‘‘ Italian Government ’’ will be inserted in the 
pink certificate “‘S. 45 B.’’ instead of the word “* Italy,’’ when 
the goods concerned are exported to Italy on the authority of a 
permit from the Commission internationle de Ravitaillement. 
These goods will be given priority as regards transport over the 
French railways, and the limitation of one truck load per day 
(see Section 2 (a) of this Memorandum) will not be imposed on 
such goods unloaded at the port of La Pallice. 
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(d) It is not at present contemplated to extend to exports to 
Italy the system under which licences may be applied for and 
granted in respect of goods the export of which from the United 
Kingdom to Italy is not prohibited, but which are prohibited 
to be exported from France to that destination (see Section 1 (b) 
of this Memorandum). 


3.—Transit of Goods through France to Spain. 


(a) The British Customs will issue the pink certificate 
““S. 45 B.”’ in respect of guods exported under licence from 
the United Kingdom to Spain v7é France, which will ensure the 
passage of the goods through France to their destination. 

(b) The remarks under Section 2 (d) of this Memorandum also 
apply to goods the export of which from the United Kingdom to 
Spain is not prohibited, but which are prohibited to be exported 
from France to that destination. 


4.—Goods sent by Parcel Post. 


It is understood that goods sent from the United Kingdom to 
Spain by parcel post may pass in transit through France without 
special formality (French Customs Circular of the 15th July, 
1916). 

In the case of all goods sent from the United Kingdom under 
licence to Switzerland or Italy by parcel post, a special label (in- 
dicating that exportation has been licensed) is affixed to the 
parcel in substitution for the pink certificate. 

Special facilities exist for the transmission to the 8.S.S. of 
parcels by post. See Section 1 (h) above. 


5.—Difficulties with the French Authorities. 


In the case of any particular consignment of British goods des- 
tined for Switzerland being detained in France whilst in transit 
through the latter country, the exporter should in the first 
instance write to the Controller, S.S.S., 7, Princes Street, West- 
minster, S.W., with a view to enquiry being made and the 
difficulty being removed if possible. It is, however, essential 
that any communications of this nature should contain the 
fullest possible particulars respecting the goods detained , in- 
cluding the number of the War Trade Department licence, the 
date of the licence, the date of shipment, the route by which the 
goods were shipped, the name of the forwarding agents, exact 
nature and quantity of the goods, the identification marks, a 
statement as to whether the goods were consigned to the Société 
suisse de Surveillance économique, what steps have already been 
taken to secure the release of the goods, and the exact nature 
of the replies received to any communications which have been 
addressed to the competent French authorities.

The measures in question are set 
out in eleven Annexes to the Decre (Annexes A to M). 

Annex I provides that, as from the 17th November, the manufac- 
turing tax on cotton seed oil, fixed by the Law of 7th April, 1881, 
is increased from 14 to 15 lire per 100 kilogs., and is extended so as 
to apply to the manufacture of all other seed oils. When seed ois 
of any kind (whether pure or mixed with olive oil) are imported 
into Italy from abroad, the manufacturing surtax is to be levied 
thereon (in addition to Customs duty) at the same rate (viz., 15 lire 
per 100 kilogs.). The tax is to be levied on seed oils, for whatever 
purpose intended, except oils which are prepared in pharmacies ex- 
clusively for medicinal use. The Annex contains datailed provisions 
respecting the levying of this tax, the control of oil extracting 
establishments in Italy, etc. 

[ Note.—Annex C to the Royal Decree relates to a special tax on 
perfumery and pharmaceutical specialities, for which see the notice 
on next page.

Annex C to the Italian Royal Decree of the 9th November (see the 
notice on the previous page) provides that a stamp 
tax (tassa di bollo) at the rate of 10 centesimi for 
every lira or fraction of a lira of the retail selling 
price (excluding tax) shall be levied on every pack- 
age, box, bottle, vase, phial, or other wrapping or 
receptacle containing essences, extracts, toilet waters, cosmetics, 
vaseline, hair oil, pomade and hair dyes, dentifrices, toothpastes, per- 
fumed and antiseptic soaps, and all other similar substances used as 
perfumes or cosmetics, whether manufactured in Italy or imported 
into the Kingdom for sale. ‘The same tax shall also be levied on 
every packet, box, bottle, vase, phial, or other wrapping or receptacle 
of any kind containing made-up medicines, such as pastilles, pilules, 
pills, capsules for injection, wines, syrups, elixirs, salts of mineral 
waters, emulsioned oils and all other similar specialities used as 
medicaments, whether manufactured in Italy or imported into the 
Kingdom to be sold (whether through authorised chemists or other- 
wise). Aseptic or antiseptic medicines are, however, exempt from 
this tax. 

The tax is to be levied by means of stamped labels, to be purchased 
from the Finance Administration, and to be affixed to each wrapper 
or packet in such a manner that the wrapper or receptacle cannot be 
opened without tearing the stamped label. ‘The sale price (not 
including the tax) is to be printed on each packet, box, or other 
wrapping or receptacle. In the case of imported articles, the label 
must be affixed betore the goods are deposited in warehouse or in the 
selling places.

ECUADOR. 


The “ Registro Oficial ” (Quito) of 11th October last publishes a Law, 
which came into force on Ist January, 1917, 
relating to the tobacco industry (a Government 
monopoly) in Ecuador :— 

The production and manufacture of tobacco in the Republic is 
declared exempt from the payment of all fiscal taxes. Notice in 
writing must be given to the proper authorities by any person 

wishing to plant tobacco, and notice must also be given by tobacco 
producers of the commencement of harvesting operations, and a 
licence obtained therefor; this licence will be gr ranted free of charge. 

Manufactured tobacco will be free of*all export duty, while exports 
of tobacco in leaf will pay a duty of 9 sucres per 46 kilogs. gross 
weight. 

Tobacco stocks inthe Republic at lst January, 1917, are to pay a 
tax of 2 sucres per 46 kilogs. gross weight as regards tobacco in 
leaf, and up to 50 centavos for every 100 cigars (of whatever quality), 
and of 1 centavo for every packet of cigarettes. 

Establishments selling tobacco in any form must pay an annual tax 
varying from 180 sucres to 9,600 sucres,

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 


Decisions by the Umpire.

2105X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture (including assem- 
bling, polishing and painting) of periscopes and hyposcopes. 


2106X. Workmen (other than those already insurable under Part 
Il. of the National Insurance Act, 1911) engaged in the manufacture 
of artificial marble. 


2107X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in shrinking iron 
hoops on to the ends of cast iron pipes. (Application 483.) 


2108X. Workmen (other than lithographers) engaged wholly or 
mainly in making enamelled iron signs, or in preparing and mixing 
enamel for use in such manufacture. 


B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE 
in respect of :— 


2104. Workmen employed by water companies and engaged in 
attending to the operation of water softening plant. 


Note.—Decisions in which the Umpire has decided that contri- 
butions are payable under the National Insurance (Part II.) 
(Munition Workers) Act, 1916, are indicated by the letter X at the 
end of the number, e.g., 1554X. Contributions under these decisions 
are payable as from the 4th September, 1916. 

Where no reference is given to an Application, the question has 
been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which mereiy apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
